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TWICKENHAM 



IS a handfomc populous village, pleafantly lltiiated on the 
river Thames, between Teddington and Iflevvoitli (or, as it is 
■ conimonly pronounced, i hiLticwortli), to the Eallward of the 
former, between two brooks that here fall iiito that river, and 
in the county of Middlelez. 

It lies at the diftanoe of about ten miles fiom Hyde Paik 
onrner, Wcftward» and nearly in the fame latitude with Green- 
iR^idi. Its diflance from Teddiogfeon is rather more than a mQe, 
much the fame from Ifleworth, and about three miles from the 
market towns of Hounflow and Brentford. 

It is bounded to the Eaftward by Ifleworth, to the Weft* 
ward by Teddington and Hanworth, to the Northward by 
Hoiniflow and part of Ifleworth, and to the Southward by 
Richmond and Petcriham ; is in length three miles two fur- 
long?, one mile and a half broad, and in compafs nine miles 
fix furlonji^s ; and contains Caccording to a furvey taken of thcr 
hundred ot likworth, in the year 1635, "'"'^^^ Alger- 
non earl of Northumberland,) about 1850 acres> of iaud, in 
arable, .pafture, wood, and common*

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The' pariQi is in the hundre,d of Ifleworth, fubjeA to the 
archdeacon of Middleiex, and in diocefe of I.ondoD* A 
plan of it is given in plate I, 

The number of lioufes are computed at about 350, or up* 
wards ; and of its inhabitants^ as near as I can calculate, about 
two thouiaiul. 

It is rated to the land-tax at 4 fliillings in the pound, and in

As to the (.Iciivation of the name of Twickenham, it is very 
uncertain. From the tcrniination of it, hamj which m the 
Saxon language lignifies a village, one would be inclined to 
think it was fuch in the Saxon times ; as likewife its neighbour 
thifiiewortb, or, as formerly written, Gi^Uevronh. ; for wortb^ 
wearib, or werd, according to Verftegan (p« a330> ^ tl^^t 
language, figniBes " a place (ituated between two rivers, or the 
nook of land where two waters paffiog by the two fides there- 
of tlo enter the one into the other. It is fometimes taken for 
an illc, or^ peninfula, not in the fca, but in frcfli water;'* a 
(■c!" r: prion exnflly agreeing with the lituation of Thiftleworth, 
at this very cby. 

As to the oriier pans of tlic word, they may be compountlcd 
of the Saxon 7br and A"'*; .• the firft of thcle fi^nifies two or 
double, and is ulc-cl in ciimT olition in the nanics Oi other pl.ices, 
as in 'I'wylortl in LcitviiLi ilmc and Noitluiml>erland ; that is, 
two fords. Thus Tiverton in Devonlhire is by fome thought to 
be a corruption of Twy-jord-tony i. e. a town at two fords ; and 
Frod/bam is Fordflmm^ a town at a ford, as it was before the 
bridge was built there over the Weaver, it being the road from 
Chcfier to Warrington. Twyford, in Berkfliire, is a familiar

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lion of 7z:ykrnbfifH ftiould be admitted, then it probably became 
a village between A. D. 127 a and 149S. Anottier derivation 
of the word Tziiykc fihzm may be, that it means the lame as 
Tzvy^c/jh^LVu. The word f'lvig, in Saxon, fJgnifies the lame as the 
Latin Rcunus^ Vir^u!ttim\, from Twig comes the plural T'wygen\ 
and, as the word Twig is a general name, it is applicable to any 
fpedes of boughs, branches, &c. whatever. As» theiefore« 
there are ftUl remaining many willows at prefenty and as old 
people fay they remember many more growing by the river fide^ 
and as many muft have been cut up before their time^ we may 
fay lwieken\tx[^t Tw^^mham, lignifies a village among willows. 

Andy in confirmation of this conjedurei it may be oUerved^ 
that Bampton in Oxfordlhire is fi> called, as if it was £(MWtown, 
having been built among trees ; and it is by the common-people 
ftill fometimes called Bampton in the Bufli. And Camden 
(vol. I. p. 687. )> fjjcaking of Hereford, fays, that, before that 
name was known, it was called by the Britaias frefawitbf from 
the beech trees growing about it. 

If neitiier of the foregoing derivations plcaie, we may fup- 
pofe the place to have been originally called fFtckenhzm, or 
GwicJtenhim. In Buckinghamfhire there is a confiderable 
market town calleit Wickham, or rather Wicomb) wfaick Skinner 
derives from the Anglo Saxon lFic» And in Camdafs Biitannia 
(p. 174.) we are told, that fF/cAi or f^kif comes from the 
Saxon yiCf which, according to the difierent nature and con* 
. dition of the place, hath a direefold iignificaliony imfdying

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either a village, or a bay made by tbc winding of a river, or 
a caftle. IViCy then, or in the plural PTicbetty will be feveral 
of fuch bays or windings. For* though in £ngU(h words 
the modem plural ends in as boufsy caflley plural boujesy 
taJUest 1^ in Oxfordflitre the common people in many 
cafes fiill retain the Saxon termination if, as boufey plural 
bintf$n% and fo in Ghefhire they fay Jboen for ,fi)oes^ the plural 
of Jboe. 

The W feems from feveral inftances to have been pronounced 
formerly with a ftrong afpiration ; and It is to exprefs that afpi- 
ration, perhaps, that we fometinies find G prefixed to words. 
What wc now pronounce 7/", is, in the Saxon 6'if, and Guy^ IVy^ 
Wido ; and all of them names of the fame perlon ; for, in a 
fine piece of tapcftry prefcrved in the church of Bayeux, 
in Normandy leprefenting the hiftory of Harold's enibaiiy 
from Edward the Confe0br to duike witftara, afterwards called 
"William the Conqueror, among other figures is that of Guy 
earl of FonthieU) over whofe head is this legend, hie Harrold 
mare navigavit, et vdis vento plenis venit in temm Widonis 
oomitis.'' So likewife tlie Latin name of William is wriiteii WU^ 
hXmus^ WtSkhmts^ Gutllelmus. 

JFtebenbam then, or with the preilhetk Gukbenbamt wOt 
lignify a village buih at the windings of a river ; and Guichea- 
ham may erfily be conceived to have been foftcned in the pro- 
nunciation and fpcUing into Twickenham, as Thiflleworth was 
formerly written, according to Camden (p. 368}, Giftleworth, 
where wc fee G corrupted into I'd. It is certain this deriva- 
tion agrees exactly with the iituation of Twicktiihaoi, the 
river Thames there making very remarkable turnings. 

Camden takes no notice of Twickenham, for he paiTes on. 
-from Hampton Gotnt to ThiftleworA. The reafoa nay be„

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that in his time it was an incotifiilcrahlc place, though in for- ' 
tner days it was probably of ncorc conlklcration. 

Mr. Norilcti fays that " Twickenham, or Twickuam, is fo 
called, either bccaufc the Thames near this place fecms to he 
divided into two rivers by reafon of the iflands there, or dfc 
from the two brooks which near the town enter iiit > the 
Thames; for Twitknam i^; the fame as Twynam, ** <iuaG inter 
hinos amncs flruni," a place fituatc on two iIvlis."'

From the derivation of tlie wonl before given it may be 
concluded that Twickenham was a village in the Saxon times, 
though not mentioned in the Dumtlday Survey, and perhaps firft 
in the inquilition taken after the death of the earl of GornwaU 
in 1 307, as an hamlet appending to the manor of lile worth. Oifa, 
king of Mercia, between the years 758 and 794, gave to Athelard 
archbiftiop of Canterbury 30 tributaries of land on the North 
iide of the river Thames at a place called fwittanbami to provide 
vcftments for the priefts offici.Lting in the church of St. Sa- 
viour at Canterbury %. Wacherdus a prieft, by will dated A.D. 
830, gave to the church of Canterbury 8 hides of land in the 
manor of Tcc/'/w// in Middlcfcx, which had been granted 
him by Ccolnoth, dean of Canterbury §. In 941 king Ed- 
m\!nd and his brother Eldred, and iidmund fon of Edmund, 
rcllored to the monks of Chrill Church Canterbury amoi^g 
other lands which ihcy hail taken fri>in iheni unjultly the 
manor of Iwittanbam ||. King Eldred, by charter 948, gave 
it to thefe monks. It was annext to the honour of Hamp-

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ton Court by Henry VIII. 1539* and afterwards granted to 
the earl of Hertford, who in 1539 furrendered it to the kii.g. 
Charles 1. fettled it, with other eitates, on his qaeen Henrietta 
Maria. At the faltf of the crown lands, 1 650, it was purch.ifed 
by John Ilcnifclell, merchanf, in behalf of himfelf and the 
other creditors of Itate* After the llc loi uiun the (}ueen mother 
refntned it; and in 1670 it was Icttletl tor life on Gutharine, con- 
fort of Charles II. The king, 1675, granted a leaic of it fjr 41 
years from her death, on the expiration ot fuch kafcs as (lie might 
have granted, till being torfi-itefl bv the attainder of Lord Bohng- 
brook, 171.5, the kale was lokl by trultees appointed for that 
purp >i'e. The prelciu iclllcs of the whole are Robci t Gapper anil 
John Samefbury, eiqrs. un Icr a leafe for 31 years from 17 75. The 
manor hoaie (lands opiiofite to the church. It was leafed to dif- 
ferent perfons, and fold with the pork, 1650, to John Walker.. 
Mrs. Jane Davtesy leiil*e, 11171, lent it to queen Anne^ then 
princefs of Denmark, for the benefit of the duke of GloucefterV 
health. She made over her reverlionary intereft to James Jobn- 
ftone, cfqw • who entertained queen Caroline in it. After his. 
death it was' purchafed by George Morton Pitt, efq, whofc 
daughter married admiral Sir George Pococke, who died here 
1792 and whofe fon, George Potocke, efq. now hold;& it under 
a Icalc of 50 years from 1765. 

Twickenham was i>robably but a fmall nhire before the 
chiux h and a religious huule were buiU ilicrc. At what 
tunc this was done 1 have not yet karnt ; for the old church 
fell, or was obliged to- be pulled down, about the year 1 7 1 4 ;

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fo that what dates, or other marks of its aatiquky^ might-there 
have been met with, are now entirelyloft *. 

That there was a religious houfe here appears from three 
large croffes, of the forms flicwn in plate II. fig. i, 2, 3 ; ftill 
remaining in the garden-wall belonging to the vicarage houfe, 
near the corner of it; ioi iucli marki are ftill in Catholic coun- 
tries the chara<Stcriftics of fuch ibrt of Ixiildings. And the 
vicarage houfe kfelf has fevenil mufcs ftill vifible idxnit to 
fliew that it was once a part of the refidence of the monlRK. 

The xntfiffi of Twickenham is in the manor of Sio% of which 
the duke of Northumberland is lord. % There ta likewiie a ca^ 
tal mefluage and eftate called Yorke's farm, of which Lieut. 
Col. James Webber is proprietor, and which - extends towaide 
Whitton and Honnflow. It belongs to the dean and chajptet 
of the cathedral church of York, 

The church was of old apjiropriatcd to the abbey of St. 
Valcry f in Picardy, and a vicarage was ordained and en- 
dowed, of which that abbot and convent were patrons. This 
church, by the name of 1'icbebatn^ was (inter alia) confirmed 
to the faid abbey by king Henry III. in the 54th year of 
his reign + ; but, after the feizing of the priory of Takeley, 
in^Efl^x, with others in England, as a cell to the fadd abbe7 
of St. Valery, with its appurtenances, by king Edward- III* 
and (hen by king Kichard 11. by reafim of their wars' with 
Prance, and the utter fuppreffion of thofe priorica alien after* 
wards by king Henry V. the faid two former king»' pfc&uted 
to.it till. William of Wtckbam, bifbop of Winchester, having

the rrcflory and pariih church, an ! *];e advowfon ui the vicarage, 
to be made part of the eiidownieiU and poflellions of the faid 
college, whereby the wardens, fellows, and Jtholars thereof, 
became proprietaries of the faid rc(5lory, and patrons of the 
vicarage, till the general uippreiiiou by Henry VIII. about wiiica 
time the red^ory and advowfoa of the vicarage came to the 
- crown by exchange with the faid college for the manor of Har- 
mondfworth ; after which Edward VI. in the firft year of his 
reign gave this paribnage, with Hampton, Hefton, and others^ 
Xd the dean and canons of bis free chapel in the caftle of 
Wlndfbr, in recompence of certun lands they had- already 
reteafed and aiOigned to king Henry VIII. by means whereof 
they became patrons of this vicarage, and have continued fo 
ever fince *.

Is dedicated to the Virgin ^fary, 

The tower is built ol iloiie, eqnbattlcd at top, and very antient. 
It is fixty feet in height. Tiie entrance into the old church 
was at the Weft end, and where the veitry now ib, there being 
the remains of a Ck)thic arch or door-way, but that is now filled 
. up. In the belfry is a large Gothic window of ilone work, which 
looked into the church, but that; is Ukewife clofcd up. The 
body of this church .was lebiute by fubfcription of the inhabi- 
tants about 66 years: ago, John James being the arcbtte^ 
It is a haadibme brick !buUding of the Tufcan order. The in- 
fide confifts of a nave iiz feet wide, and two ailes each four feet 
wide, , . , : . - 

Its dimeniions are, from £a(t to Weft, 88 feet. 

from North to South, 44 feet. . . 
And in height, about - - - 40 feet. 
There is a gallery over each ailc, and two at the Weft end, 
one over the other, of oak, handfomclv ornamented, as is like- 
wife the altar. Over the nave are three large brafs branches. 
There are no painted figures, arms, or inicriptions, in any 
• of the windows, nor any ])ainting or carving in or about the 
churcli ; no parochial hbrary in the church or parlonage ; iior 
4:an I find that there have been any extraordinary interments 
an It. 

In the, v^ftry room, which is under the belfry of the old 
tower ftilL remaining, may. be feen a narrow pointed arch of 
the forin'fhewn iif plate ll. ifig. 4; but the pointed^ arch, ac- 
cording to Dr. bucard, in his Tour through Normandy, (p. 10 a), 
was not introduced till near the end of the 12th century. If 
4i}, this churchr and cell could pot have been built earlier than 
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'A.D. laoof or between that and the year 1453; ptobabl^ 
when our a&trs in Normandy were in tbe moft . flourilbiiig 
condition. • 

In the tower is at prefent a peal of eight bells^ bnt by the 
frames it feems as if originally there were but five. There is 
only one bell to which the reft have been caft. On it is thia 
inicripdon :

After the'laft words follow the figures CXII. but what they 
lignify is hard to fay. 

As by the frames there ^eems to have been originally, as was 
faid, five bells^ I am apt to fufpe(ft they were dedicated to the 
Virgin Mary and the Four Evangelifts. Of thefe, there remains 
only John; the reft were probably broken or fold at the Reforma- 
tion, And the family of Corfini, in Italy, I have fomc where 
read, raifcd themfelves by purchaiing beHs at the demoUihin^ 
of religious houfes in England* 

Sir Godfrey Knellcr, hart, and Thomas Vernon, cfq. church- 
wardens of this parifli in the year 1713, u^adc application to- 
Charles Duke of Somerfet for the enlargement of the church- 
yard, who thmupon wvi pleafed to grant 1585 fuper- 
fidat feet of ground for that purpofe; A £utber addition o£ 
389 feet was granted^ in the year 1 7 54, by the Earl and Gbuntefi 
of Northumberland ; but, from tiie great increase of burialis of 
late years, the church-yard is become ib full as not to admit 
of any more interments with decency^ and as i|p more ground 
was ta be procured for its- enlaigementi, the parifli thought

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proper to purcb«(e a piece of ground at the expence of J^-o^o^ 
for a feparate church-yard, with a building on it, now converted 
into a fmall chapel, for the purpofe of refting the corpfe, and 
reading the faaeral iksv\c%. Both were conlecrated the 7th 
■day of December, 178a (William Heckford, efq. churchwarden) 
by the Right Rev. Dr. vSamuel Hallifax, Lord Bilhop of GloU'- 
ce(ter« officiating fur the Bilhop of JLondon. 

The living * is a vicarage, and valued in the king's books at 
£.11. its reputed v.ilne is near ^.300. per atwuntf out of which 
the vicar pays his curate £ 40. per annum^ The great tithes 
helong to the dean and chapter of Windfor. Their reputed 
vahie is about jC.300. per annum. Tlicrc is no copy of the 
endowment or any terrier f ; nor has tiia living ever been aug- 
mented by Queen Anuc's bounty.

King Henry VIII. in the 30th year oi las icign, appointed 
the Lord Cromwell (afterwards Earl of J^ex) his vicegerent or 
Gommiffioner in eodefiaftical caufes.

Popi(h chapel, in this pari£b, and but very few of its inhabi- 
tants of cither pcrfualion. 

On the flric^eft inquiry I cannot find that there hive ever 
been any dircoverics made, any curious remains of antiquity 
found, or that any remarkable circuniltancc happened, or any 
f\ nodi, parHaments, or other meetings, civil or religious, were 
held in this parifli. 

About the year 1740, Captain Gray, who then pofTcfled an 
eftate at Twickenham, built on a part of it a row of houfes 
called Montpelier row, and for the oonvenience of its inhabitants 
he erected a fmall neat chapel. After the death of this gentle- 
man the hooies in the row, were (old to dtffeFent people, as 
was the chapel, which was the propeity of the late Rev. l^r. 
Samuel Hemming, and now belongs to the Rev. Samuel Hem* 
ming, A. M. nephew to the late S. H. In the fame year was 
built another row of houfes, fituate very near the Thames, 
called Sion row. The compiler of the Magna Britannia lays," 
•* At Twickenham is a charity-fi hool for 50 bovs, nil clothed 
and tnn^h'^ f but in this he was millakcn or miliniornied. At 
the time tins author wrote there was a large boarding-llhool for 
boys, as likcwife a charity fchool ; an<l thefe two. he fcems to 
have confounded together in his account. 

The chariiy-fchool at prefetit confills of 30 boys. There is 
alfo one for 20 girls, and there are Hkewife Sunday fchools for 
each Cex, all fuppoitcd by the voluntary fubfcription of the prin- 
cipal inhabitants. The charity-fchool for boys has been efta- 
bK(hed ever fince the year 1740.

5. to feveral blind 
men or women 50 years old and upwards. 

Formerly there were two fairs kept here, the one on Mi- 
chaelmas day, the other on Holy Thiii rd ly ; but they have 
been for Ibnie years luppreflcd by the magiltrates. 

The onlv nvanu'.idare carried on here is that of lint-feed oil, 
by C^harlcs Harrow, cfq, which is very confidcrablc, great quan- 
tities being fent every week to Ltjndi)ii ; ahb the oil-cakes for 
feeding of cattle. This maiuifadurc is now carried on in a more 
exteniive manner l>y Thomas Winiloe, efq. 

The quantity of waltc land in this parifti is very confuler- 
able, and amounts to fome iiundreds of acres, liretchiug away 
towards Hanworth, Hefton, Hampton, &c By the Sion furvey 
of ^e hundred, taken anno 1635 it contains 694 acres, and 3 
rood, being aH common. 

Land in general bears a great price here, arid has been 
frequently fold for more than 1 00 per acre, and lets at the 
rate of jC*3- ioj. otf. £,4, 41. per acre, per annum, 

Houles, particularly thole fitnate to the Thames, are higli 
rented, ai^d \\ hen fold bear a high price, and in thefe delight* 
ful and defirahle iV.uati ns are very feldoai enipty.

it (now occupied by iprdcners) is ftill called the Park, it having 
been a luddock belonging to that queen, and is now the pro- 
perty of the crown. Part of the houfe where ihe redded i& yet 
remaining. 

■ Adjoining to tlic church is a capual houfe (the principal iioat 
of which faces the Thames), formerly called York-place, and 
the refidence of the great Lord Chancdior Clarendon* who fays, 
that, when he attended the king at Hampton court, he came 
lidme every night to his houfe at Twickenham. It was pro* 
bably a grant to him from tlie crown during 'the time he was 
kk fxvont. I am inclified to think this houfe, from its name, 
wJis once the refidence of James Duke of York, afterwards 
king James II. as his two daughters, Mary and Anne, fuc- 
ceflively queens of England, were nurfed in if, and that his 
highnefs, on his marriage with the chancellor's daughter, re- 
figned it' 'in favour of his father in law, probably at the re- 
qvieft of the kin',^ his brother, that that great niinifter might be 
near hlni when the court was at Hampton Court and ai Ham 
Houfe, then the duke of Lauderdale's, where king Charles II* 
ufed frequently to vifit* for tiie pkafure of its walks, and ibme^ 
times to confolt on ftate a^rs.

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Tlie fituation of this houfe is exceedingly pleafant: it has two 
fronts, the principal oae faces the Tliames, but is xiiaced at Aidi 
a diftanc^ not to be fubjedt to any inconveniences from its 
overflowj|ng. The lawn before it is extenlive ; at the bottom 
of which is a terrace walk of gravel the whole length of the 
garden* On <one fide of the lawn is a grove of elms, with fec'^ 
.pentine walks, and a fmall fumnier houfc, from which is a very 
plcafing view up the river. The other front looks upon fome 
inclofed grounds for pafturage. The lioufc is of 1 ritk, wcil 
built, and convenient. The :00ms arc vc.o'X of theni iniall, ex- 
cept il.c two halls, or fwnjraer drawing rooms, which are about 
36 feet long, 20 broad, and about 16 high, and are feparated by 
an arch ; that to the river fcrving as a (hawing room, the other 
as a paffage room for company. Over thclc is the winter draw- 
ing room and bed£haml;ers<* The fioors are oak inlaid.

The next place of confideratioii is called Twickenham park, 
alfo Ifleworth park, or the New Park of Richmond, had a 
K.eeper, Robert Bonchier, appointed in 1 547 -j-. Thia iiouic 
formerly belonged to Walter, earl of EiTex, the great favourite 
of Queen Elizabeth. The earl made a prdent of it to Mr. Ba- 
con, afterwards the famous Sir' Francis Bacon, lord Yerulam^ 
and lord Chancellor; during whofe diigrace it was fold. He re- 
iided much here, and here had the honour to entertain Queen

It was after- 
wards in the poiTjfFion of the earl of Bedford; then of the Ver- 
non family, who fold it in 1743 to Algernon enrl of Mountrath, 
who died in 1744. His v/idow, Diana, youngelt Daiii^htcr to 
Richard Karl of Bradford, bequeathed if, 1766, to the late 
dutchefs of Ncwcaftle; after whole dece.afe it was to revert 
to the duke and duchcfs of Monlrofe. 

Since the death of the dutchefs great alterations and im- 
provements have been made in the houfe and grounds by Lord 
Frederick Gavendifh, to whom they now belong. 

In this park is fupx>oled to have been the origmal fite of Sion 
abbey. 

The prindpat front of the houie is the fame as it was in the 
earl of Eflbx's time; the other has been rebuilt, and is more 
modern. The only good apartment is the drawing room, 
which has been built of late years. Its dimenfions are about 
40 feet by 22, and 16 feet high.

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In the middle of - the tpwn is a large houfe, called Richmond, 
one front of \yhich faces the I'hames, vi ith a pleafing garden^ 
and cxtenfive terrace, guarded by haiuirome iron rail'?. The 
other front is to the Ihccr, but hid by a high uall, at cacli 
€11(1 of vvliich is a jx>rtcr'5 !n{!q;c. V/ithin is a good conrt-vard. 
It was formerly in the podellion of Francis carl of Bradford, 
after his death here, 1708, of his fecond fjii lord Torrinqton, of 
whofc lady's executors it was purchaied by Aiithonv Nihount 
Montague, who, 1 744, fold it to Anthoii) k^ck, Li(|. and he, 
1766, to Mary countelt dowager of Shelburne, mother to the 
narqiiiB isf- l.anidowne, and the Hon. James Fitzmaiuice ; to 
the latter of whom it came on the death of bis mother. It 
bat liiice been fold to Mrs* Allanfoa^ one of the daugfateis and 
co-heiieiles'of the late Mr. Aiflabie of Stndley park, Yorkfliire. 
In this honie is a good portrait, by Sir Godfrey Knellcr, of the 
dfttdieirs of MarIboK>ugb» when youn^ afterwaids wi£e to.the 
great duke John. 

Near to this is another handfome ftrudture, with an extenfive 
garden. It formerly belonged to Sir Richaid Middleton, hart, 
a defcendant of Sir Hugh Middleton, It has been always the 
refidence of conlldcrable families ; as, the famous duke of Whar- 
ton ; Sir William Humble, bart. ; Mr. Graggs, fecretary of itatc ; 
and of the late Mr. Waller, a grandfon of the celebrated poet of 
his name. It was lait the property of Matthew Duaiie, efq. 
F* R. and A. SS. and is no,w occupied by his widow. 

The Hon. Mr. Geoxge Shirley, uncle to the late earl Ferrers, 
had a laige hoiile here, (once the refidence of a Mr. Boucher*, 
known as a celebrated gamefter,) . with .very extenHve gardens 
and grounds, and a terrace facing the Thames, . . . .feet in length,

in 
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in the centre of which is a hantlibme fummer-houfc of brick, 
with Hone oruanicius and a dome top, from wiiich you have 
an cxtealivc view ot the Thamci ajul country round about. The 
old houfe was very lately taken down, and a fmall one eredted 
in the meadow looking on the Thames. In the M hcmfe waf 
a ^( ud whole length |x>rtratt| in a riding habit and hat» of Lady 
Frances Shirley) when young ; poetically celebrated by the carl 
of Chefterfield. 

Since the death of Mr. Shirley thefe jw^mifes have bem purr 

chafed by Wclbore £lliS| efq. and on the Hte of the old houft 
of which the wings were left ftanding) i« ere^d a neat , and 
commodious dwelling. 

T\\t carl of Strafford has a feat here, fituate on the banks of 
the Thames, with cxtciifive gardens. The houfe is old, and 
much out ot icpair, being feldoni occupied by its noble o\\ ncr, 
and the grounds much neglc(5ted, which are capable of great 
improvement from their lituation. In this houfe is a capital 
pidlure of the great earl of Strafford and his itLictaiy, by \'an- 
dyke, and a fmall coMefUonr of pleafmg pi(5tures, among which 
are two fn^l portraits of Henry VIII. and Edward the VI» 

Since the death of the earl of Strafford, which happened on the 
xoth of March, 1 791* the old hoole ha6 been 'poUed down» and a 
new one ere^ed on the iknie fpot, by his fifter the dowager L#ady 
Anne Connolly, and when Hniflied will be an elegant edifice. 

Adjoining to the earl of Strafford's is t!ic fl at of Sir George 
Pocock, knight of the bath. It was built by Mr. Secretary John- 
ffone in the rcit^n of Queen Anne, after n model of the country 
feats in Lorn bard y. It is a handfome building of brick ; but the 
front has been fpoilcd by removing the entrance, and throwing. 
oui a. bow from the bottom to the upper itory.. Before this al- 

fieratioDy 
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tcration, there wa*"^ n handlumc door-cnfc of Poitlantl ftonc, with 
a window over it r\iital)!y ornamented. The prefent way into the 
houfe is in the center of a wing added to ir, or a palFage to an 
elegant odlagon room at the end, u liich was built on i)iir{)orc 
for the reception and entertainment of her late Majelly Qneen 
Garoline. Thefe additional buildings make one very long wing, 
which has an awkward appearance, for want of fomewhat to 
anfwer it on ibe other fide for the fake of uniformity. Tbi» 
paflage to the odtagon is made uie of as a mufick room, in which 
is a handfome organ. The gardens are extenfive, and kept 
in good order. 

After the death of Mr. Secretary Johnftone, this houfe, Sec. 

was purchafed by Cicorge Pitt, efq. formerly governor of fort 
St. George in the Eail Indies, and known by the name of Dia- 
mond Pitt. It came afterwards, by marriage of this gentleman's 
daughter to Lord Brownlow Bertie, brother to the duke of An- 
cailer. Soon alter the death of Liady licruc, u was purchafed by 
Sir George Pocockc *. 

Marble Hall^r, a delightful villa on the banks of the Thames, 
built by the late countefs of Suffolk, the late Philip earl of Pem- 
broke being the archite£t, and the gradens laid out and planted 
by Alexander Pope, e(q. It was the reiidence of the late earl 
of Btidcinghamfliire, on whdfe deceafe it came by the will of 
the late countefs of Suffolk to MiCs — — Hotham, daughter 
of the late Sir Charles Hotham, during her life ; then again re- 
verts to the Earl of fiuckingbamihire ; (and is now occupied by 
Mrs. Fitzherbert)*

Near Marble Hall, and clofc to the river, is a fweet little 
box, cUftinguifhable for the elegance of its fituation, late belong 
ing to Daniel Giles, efq. a Bank dire<5lor, who much enlarged 
and improved it, as well as the gardens, which were kept re.- 
markably neat. It was lately the refidence of Lady Diana Beau- 
derk, (ifter to his grace '«|^|,of Marlborough ; and is now 
the property of Mifi Hothiain, vW>ref^ ia it . 

On that delightful fpot called Twickenham meadows is a 
houfe formerly the refidence of the countefs of Totncfs, and 
of Sir Jofejih Aflie, bart. It now belong* Aichard Owen 
Canabritl^e, efq. who purdiafed it in J^^S|. j , '. ; , 

The houfe celebrated by th6 i^fidefn^e bf Mr. V^Ht whta^ re- 
moved into it . with his father and mother about the ye^ 
171 5, was» after his deceafe, purchded by Sir William Stan- 
hope, knt. of the 6ath, and ]l)rpther to the earl of Chcder- 
fieldf who made great alterations, and added two wings to it 
with o£Eices. He alfo greatly enlarged tlte' gardens behind the 
houfe, which have a communication with each other by a fubter- 
raneous palTage or additional grotto. On Sir VViUiam's death this 
villa became the property of the Right Hon. Welbore Ellis, who 

married his daughter, and has iince been created lord Mcndip.

Farther on is a houlc, fome few years pad the refidencc 
ofllobartes Earl of Radnor, after whole dcceafe it came iu Juliii 
Atherton Hindley, efq. It now belongs to Sir Francis BalTctt, 
bart. It is an irregular, biiilding, fitoate on the 'jedge of the 
Thames, of which it has. a pteafing view both up and down; 
and the meadows qppofitei. full of cattle and beyond Richmond 
Hill, the park, and its hanging woiMis, . together form a moft 
pleaiing landfcape. 

From the windows of the dining parlour the fcene is parti* 
cularly pi<Sturefque. On the. other fide the road, with a com- 
munication from the lawn by an arch under if, is an extenfive 
garden, the diipp.f4 of which has ^iiqt n^uj;h,to recommend it to

Between Twickenham and Tcddington, on a very plcafant 
iix>t, (lands a neat but imall box belonging to Mrs. Clive, whofe 
merits on .the Itage ^re very wjell known to all who baye any 
tafte fof theatrijcai entertainments.

Clofe on the bank of the Thames is a fmall honfc diftin- 
giiifhed by the name of Ragman's Caftlc; fo called from an ale- 
houfc being on that fpot in former times, and the receptacle uf 
the 'barge-men, beggars, Sec. That being removed, a fmall 
box was erefled^ and has been at difierent times f he leliden^e qf 
many oCthe nobility. T^e late Duke of Montague, of Montagu^ 
houle, was much pleafed with the iituation, and relided here ibme 
time, frequently dining with his friends under the trees dofe to 
it. it was afterwards pnrchafed by that celebrated and much ad- 
mired adrefs, the Lite Mrs. Pritch inl*, who enlarged and much 
improved the houfe at a confiderable expence ; and is now the 
refi<lencx? of George Hardingc, efq. a gentleman of dilUnguiflied 
abilities at the bar.

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The next houfe, and moft worthy of notice, is Strawberry 
Hill, the feat of the Hon. Horace Walpole (now earl of Or- 
ford). It is an irregular building, fitted up entirely in the.

The inlulc is finifhcd and furnillied in the lame ityle iii a 
, very'fuperb and elegant tafte. The windows are ornamented 
with a fine ooUeftion of painted glafs, fome (indeed the greateft 
part of it) very anticnt. It confifts of an afllemblage of old 
coats of annsi foreign as well as domeftic, fcriptiire^hifiory, 
and other &bjeAs» with bird8« flowers, Sec. &c» 

The hall, or entrance, is fiiiall, as are moft of the rootns* 
The windows are of painted glafs, very old* Round the hall 
are fome antique fragments in baflb relievo, of white marble^ 
brought from Rome. Pendant from the ftaircaTe-cieling is an 
aatient lantern * of painted glafs. 

The dining parlour is a good room; the chimney-piece ilone, 
reprefcnting an antient tomb. 

The ciiaus and tables arc oi elx)ay, and very anticnt. Oa one' 
of the tables is a handfome clock, of French workmanHiip ; on 
the other, in which is a flab of b«ratiful Sientia marble, are 
ibme elegant and fine pieces of China in the Seve manufa^ory. 
Under the tobies are fome beaatiful vanx^ hoax the ruins of 
Herculaneum. Here are Itkewife fome 'fire*lbeens, on which 
are maps of England in tapeflry^ bcsing fome of the firft ever 
done in this country : they were brought from Wefton-hoofe, 
Ae antient feat of the Sheldons, where fome of the rooms 
are hung with it. William Sheldon, cfq. who biiik that houfe, 
was the peribn who firft introduced the weaving of tapeftry 
in England, having, at his own expence, brought woriunen

The gardens are not very extcniive ; but, from their fitua- 
ticjii, and comaiunding views of the Thames, arc capable -of 
great improvement. They have of late years been much 
oegle^dii |n a retired part is tseQi^ a building of brick, with 
a ftoDt of ftoae of Gothic workmanlhip^ called the Ghapel,. ia 
which is an antique, (brine of MuGac wprki by Peter Cavalini,. 
loDaewhat like that of Henry UL ia Wefiminller Abbe; ; which, 
appeals ia perfect jgcefecvation..

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The painted glafs to the windows was brought from the 
chapel of BexhiU^a $uflex ; being the portraits of king Henry

At the entrance into the garden to the South field is a pair 
of iron gates, the piers of whidi arc rich Gothic work of the 
late-invented compofition-ftonc ; the deiign from the tomb of. 
Bp. Williaiii de Luda, in Ely Cathedral. 

On the opi^^fite fide of the road, and near the houfe, is a neat 
Luilding of brick, thatched at top, to imitate a cottnge with 
c.ifemcnt windows. It confifts of three rooms, it Hands in a 
grove of ehns, Sec. in the niiddle of a good' garden, but that is 
aUo much negle<5led. The iltting-fooms are ornamented with 
prints. Here Mr. Walpole ufed to retire when company came 
to view the. hou(e. There is a pretty lawn before it^ and « 
good view down the Thames, 

At the end of the town on the London road is a good houfe 
lately <iccupied by Lord Fortelcue, with a good garden behind

Farther on is a neat houfe, with a pleafant garden round it, 
through which runs a pretty ftream of water, over which is a 

neat bridge, and under the bridge a fmall cafcade. The new 
bridge op]X)fite is a plcafing objefl from the garden. Theie 
premifcs belong to Steplien Cole, cT(i, brewer, and in the com* 
jniirion of the peace for the county of Middlefex. 

This gcntleniaus family have been refidents in Twickenham 
ever ilncc the year 1630, ds appears by the lUc worth Survey. 

On the f:\mc fpot where the above houfe is built was an an- 
tient manfion in the year 1635 the refidence of the Right, Rev. 
Dr. Corbet, bilhop of Norwich. 

Next adjoiaing is a fmall houfe, the re(tdence of Sir Richard 
Perrin, knt. one of the barons of his Majefty*s Court of Ex- 
chequer, who has much impcoved the houfe, built new offices^ 
and enlarged the gardens* 

Clofe to the above is a houle the property of the late Maj. 
Gen. Lifter, licut. col, to the 2d regiment of Foot Guards. It 
is now occupied by his Grace the Duke of Montsofe.. 

. In this part of the town- are three capital' boanfing-ic^ools s 
one, an academy for young genHemen by the Rev.. Mr. Stretch; 
Uie other two for young ladie9| by the Mifi Dottons„ and Mrs,.

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Pomeroy* There are alio a few young gentlemen priTately 
educated by the Rev. Mr, Goulftoa Carr, a fon of the Rev. Mn 
Garr, many years curate of this patilb; a gentleman much 
efteemed and valued by his pariihioners.

» -Twickenham common is a very pleafing and rural iituation, 

. and contains (according to the Iflewortb Survey in 1635) about 
175 acres, and has a few good houfes and neat villas difperfed 
about it, among which are to be noticed the following* 

A large houfe, late the refidence of the marchionefs of Twc- 
dale, now of Lieut. Gen. Gunning, brother to the dutchefs of 
Hamilton and Aigyle, and the late lady Coventry. The gar- 
dens are extenfive, but not well kept up. 

The next, of coniSderation, is the refidence of Abraham Pradoi» 
, eiq. The gardens are large, and kept in remarkable good order 

and neatnefi, as are his grounds about it. This gentleman's 
knowledge in gardening was extenfive; and he was a celebrated 
cultivator of the vine. He imported the large white and red 
Syxiac grape, which have produced fome bunches, weighing 
upwards of r4lb. He was alfo fucccfsfuUy attentive to the cul- 
ture of other choice natural and forced fruits ; and had the 
fineft of every kind of any gentleman in this part of the 
country. 

Above Mr. i^rado's is a plain convenient family houfe, with 
neat pleafant grounds, belonging to John Davenport, efq. This 
, geuticmau ij> tiie greateft landholder m this panih. 

Pa On 
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On the other lide the oommdD is a fmall white houfe, with 
a neat front, many years the refidence of Paul Whitehead^ cfq. 
dcceaieU ; a gentleman long diftingui(hed in the literary 
world. 

A very fmall but neat box, with a pretty garden, in the 
midtUe of which is an elegant little o«5lagon room, thatched at 
top, which has a pretty appeaii.ncc fiom the roatl. It was 
elected, and the little garden laid out, by William Barnard, cfq, 
a gentleman of difiinguiftied abilities as an architeft, and talle 
for gardening. It is now the property of R« C. Selby, efq. 
fieward to the duke of Northumberland^ and clerk of the peace 
for the county of Middlefex. 

Near this, another fmall box, with bow windows, belonging 

to John Davis, efq. nephew to the late dutchefs of Norfolk, 
and many years a diilinguilhcd otiicor in his Majcfty's fcr^'ice, 
and cummantling a troop of liorfe. lie has retired from the 
army fome few years, .and poflcfles a plealing collection of 
pidures. 



Op]X)fite to thefe houfes is a large piece of water, greatly in- 
creaied, and the ground lowered, at the expence of the above 
gentlemen, fo that it is a great ornament to the premifes and 
to the hollies adjoinit^. It ferves as a ftore pond of carp and. 
tench, and other fifli, for the ufe of his grace the duke of Nor- 
thumberland, and is ufually dragged ome a year; but they 
alvarys replenilh it wkh young fi£bu 
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On this common are two high roads ; the left, to Hampton, 
Sunburyf Weybridge, and Chertfey ; the riglity to Stains* 

' Hounflow, and into the great weftern road. 

A little above the oil mills is :ui upright poft, raifed on 
a mound, which marks the boundary of this p?.riih on the 
common. The parilhioncrs perambulate thefe boundaries once 
in three years. 

Twickenham haili two villages or endfhips belonging to it, 
vhich are confidered as a part of its parifh. Firft, 

H^lfittont or, as formerly written, Wittne and Wbtttnt, It is 
fiiuate about a mile and a half from Twickenham^ and on the 
tdge of Hounflow Heath. By. the lileworth Survey* anno 1635* 
there appear to have been fevera) warrens planted by Sir Robert 
• Brett, knt. .Sir Simond Harvey, knt. abd Sir Humphry Line 5 
alfo, another planted, and a capital houfe begun, by a Mi*» 
Gromefditch, and afterwards finiftied by Sir Humphry Line, knt. 
It appears to be called the warren houfe, in tlic Survey ; r.nd 
the land is faid to be very ilony ; the country a dead tiar. 
There is a fmnl! ftrenm of water runs through it, called BurhcttV 
Brook; over wliich is an anticnt bridge, called Whittne Bridge. 
This brook tomes from the Uxbridge river, pallls under Twick- 
enham Bridge to Iflevvorth, where it empties itfelf into the 
Thames. 

Wliitton is noticed in former times for haviAg been the xh* 
fidebce of confiderable perfons, as it likewife now is. The firil: 
to be confidered is Uiat tielonging to Samoel Primes efq. It 
was built by, amd .the vonftant fummer refidence of, • that cele-^ 

brated portrait painter Sir Godfrey Kneller, knt. and bartir 
It is .a laxge well-buill brick houf^ with a -handfomQ fitAit^ 
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and two win^;^. The infide is finiflicd with elegance. The 
ftaircafc, wliich is large, was painted by Lj Guerre. One of 
the wings is a dining parlour, the oiher a library. Tnc out 
oiEces are extenfive and coDvenient. 'Mr. Prime, fmce the 
death of his father &f Samuel Prime, knt. has made very con« 
iiderable alterations, particularly in the gardens and grounds, 
and enlarged them by additional purch'ales. The houfe, which 
was before hid by high walls and trees, is now very conipicu- 
ous, the walls removed, and the whc^e thrown quite open. On 
the oppofite fide of the road he has taken down fome old 
houfes, and has opened a profpedt into Surrey and the adjacent 
country, and into his own grounds and extenfive plantations 
on that fide. There is a handfome lawn to the road, with a 
coach way around it to* the houfe, and guarded by a half-cir- 
cular range of iron work, at each end of which are two gates 
with dwaii itoue piers, with antique v afcs on the top. 

In the gardens to the back front is a very fine piece of run- 
ning water^ of oonfiderable extent^ over which' is thrown a neat 
wooden bridge. The plantations in all the grounds are confi- 
derable and extenfive ; and there is a gravel walk quite round 
them» agreeably fhaded from the fan in the fummer feafon. 

The whole of thelie premifcs an laid out with great jadg^« 
. ment and tafte, to the credit of its owner, and with a liberality , 
of fpirit . peculiar to himfelf. 

The next to be remarked is the reildence of Sir William 

Chambers, knt. whofe name will be in remembrance as long as 

Somerfet Place exifts. It was built by Archibald duke of Argyle, 
after whofe death it was purchafed by George Goilling, efq. a 
profStor of Do^rs Commons. The gardens^ which were ex- 
tenfive. 
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tenfive, are now divided. The late Mr. Goftling;, when he 
fold the houfe to Sir William, reierved one iiaii of liic gardens, 
irith the tower and canal^ td him&lf, and where the green houfe 
ftood has erefted a very handibme dwelling houfe, which his 
foQ, the prefect poileflory has much enlai^ged and embellilhed. 
The late duke of Argyle made great plantations of every fpecies 
of the Scots fir, and others, «rbich have thriven wonderfully. 

Since the death of Sir William fchambers, which, happened 
March 8, 1 796, this houfe has been again fold ; but we know 
not to whom. 

Near tlicfe is a good houfe and gardens belonging to Col. , 
Archibald Campbell, a near relation of the late duke Archibald. 
Here alfo is a conliderabie plantation for the Scotu fir and other 
trees. 

Near Mr. Prime s are two good family houfes, one the rcfi- 
dence of ■ Anncflcy, efq. the other of Richard Hill, elq^ 
who carries on very conluicrable works for the making of gun- 
powder for the ferviLC of government, 

Hetbro^\ or, as formerly written, Heat brow. Here is a very 
confideiabic iiihery for lamperns, a fmall kind of laaiprcys^ 
which are ufed as baits by the £ngUai and Dutch in the 
cod and turbot fiihery. Large quantities are fetched by the 
Hollanders from 'the Thames, where they are chiefly caught,, 
between Brentford and Kingfton, and in large quantities at 
Twickenham. During the demand for the filheries hem. No- 
vember to June, the ufual price is 6s* per boglbead* After* 
^ards they are fold for as many'peace» 

The 
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Tbe Weltero part of this parish, to a coDiiderajble extent, 
U a barren heath, an entire flat, and very open in other parts. 
The nature of the foil is various, for we have fand, brick clay» 
chalk, gravel, and good loam. 

The parts round Twickenham are greatly diilinguiflicd by the 
fertility of its well-cultivated garden grounds, which ieixd I^rg^ 
liipplies of vegetahles and fruits, particularly ttrawlKn ics, to the 

Loiuion mnrlvCts. The more open encloriires turiulh great 
quantities of early jxjas. Mr. Nettlefnip, a very intelligent and 
ikilful gardener, annually produces a great variety of the rineft 
early flowers, as well as early truits, by well contrived and ex- 
tenfive ftoves. Mr. Well, another very ikilful gardener, h 
likewife noticed for the produwUon of oiu' bei\ and fiiicli n uib, 
paiticulariy th? rafpberry, fome of which arc uncommonly large.

In, or about, the year 1726, he was admitted a member 
of Wadham College, in the univerfity of Oxford. In 1729 he 
took his bachelor's degree; and June 28, 1733, that of maf- 
ter of arts ; became a fellow of that fociety, and n r\i^or there.

that the writer, in order to give his poem the air of antiquity, conld not iMfodoce 
the mention of fuch a coin, though laid afide, he knc-w, many hundreds of JWt 
before he was born. He alfo takes aotice that Buxtorf fays, the piece of money 
called the Kefitah was fo named becanfe it had the figure of a Im b f^ampcd 
U^OQ iti and his authority has been implicitly followed by many of the modentt 
mAoot examination.

* that nanie for a coin extant in Cyrus's time; and Suidas fays ibcy were fo caiiedn. , 
not from Oarius Hyflafpes, but one eider than him ; perhaps Darius, the foo of' " 
that Ahafuerus who was king of the Medes at the taking of Babylon hy Cyros. 
That ihe &rft ftampiog of money with an cfBeies in Afla is to be placed fomcwhere 
about this time is not improbable ; but that mver fiamped was in ufe long before is 
certain, at the time of the Jews captivity by Nebuchadnezzar, or the year before 
Chrift« 616^ Recording to my computation, Jeremiah jjurcbafcd bis coufin's laod 

' lor icreii flickel and cm chafiepb, or lilTenogs J' 

other 
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6ther particulars relating to the mythology of that people. Thefe 
difTemtions were infcribcd to his friend Dr. Hunt, then profef- 
for ot the Hebrew and Arabic languages in the univcrfity of 
Oxford. At the concluiion of them Mr. Coftard fays, *' The 
lludy of the Oriental languages feems to be gaining ground ia 
Europe every day ; ajul, provided the Greek and Latin are 
equally cultivated, we may arrive m a few years at a greater 
knowledge of the aotient world tbaa may be expend or can 
be imagined. But, without this foundation^ I may venture to 
pconounce, from the little experience I have had> that it will 
be darknefs and perplexity. It is beginning at thq wnuig end, 
which can never be attended with iuccefs in any thing. It 
may not perhaps be improper to add, before I have done, that, 
for fuch refearches as thefe I have here been fpeaking of, few 
places, if any, in £urope» are fo.weli adapted as the univerfity 
of Oxford." 

In 1752 he publiftied, in 8vo, at Oxford, " Diflertationes II. 
critico-facroe, quarum prima expHcatur Ezek. cap, xiii. ver. 18. 
Altera vero 2 Reg. cap. x. ver. 22." The fame year a tranfla- 
tion was pubhilied of the latter oi thclc cliircrtations, under 
the'fotlowing title : A Diflertation on the id of Kings, chap. x. 
ver.. ft 3. tranilatcd firatn the Lttin of Rabbi Coftard, widi a 
Dedication, Preface, and Poft^crip^, critioal- and explanatory, by 
the Tranflator.*' In, ttv preface and dedication to this publica- 
tion, it is attempted to place Mr. Coftard in a very ludicrous light. 

On the a5th of January, in the year 1753, a letter written 
by Mr. Coftard, and addrefled to the Earl of Macclesfield, con- 
cerning the age of Homer and Hefiod, was likewife read at the 
Royal Society, and afterwards publilhed .in the l^hilofop^icajl 
Tranfat^iou&for the year 1754. 

S a la 
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la tihlB kcter Mr. Codard fiates the ages of Homer and Hefiod 
much lower than the ordinary ooitipticatioQS. He endeavours td 

make it appear, from aftronomical arguments, that Homer and 
Heficx! both probably lived about the yeur befrire Chnft 580, 
which is three centuries later than the computation of Sir ifaac 
Kewton, and mure than four later tiian that of Petavius. 

In 1755 he wrote a letter to Dr. Birch, which is prefervect 
in the BritiOi Myicuni, refpe<5ling the meuuing of the phrafe 
Sphera Barbarica/* Some time after thk he undertook to pub* 
Kih a fecoad edition of Dr. Hyde's ** HiOoria Reltgibuis veterum 
Ftorfanim eorumque'Magomm;** which was accordingly printed 
nnder his inlfie^ioni and with his correAionSy at the Clarendon 
preft» at Oxfordj in quarto, 17 60. 

In 1764 lie imbU(heil» in qaarto» The Ufe of Aftronomy 
in IliRory and Chronology, exeraidified in an finqniry into, the 
Fall of the Stone into the ^^gofpotamos, faid to be foretold bjr. 
Anaxagora? in which is attempted to be fhewn, that Anaxa- 
goraa did not foretel the fail of that ftonc, bnt the folar eelipfe 
in the firft year of the Peloponnefian war ; that what he faw 
was a comet at the time of the battle of Salamis, and that thi& 
battle was probably fonght the year before Chrii^, 478, or two 
years later than is commonly fixed by Ghronologers^ In I'jbj 
he publifhed, in one volume, quarto, '* The Hiftory of AftnK 
nomy» with its Application to Geography, Hiftory, and Chrono» 
logy, oocafionally exemplified by the Globes." Thia work was. 
chiefly intended ^^r the ule of ftndentSs and contains a full and 
diftinA view of the fcveral improvements made in geography and 
afironomy. Mr. Coftacdhasfhewn, by a gradual deduction, at 
ix^at time, and by whofiik, the principal difcoveries have beeik 
tnade in geography and aftrononiy; how each difcovery has 
6 paved' 
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paved the wny to what followed ; and by what eafy lteps» 
through the revolution of fo many ages, thefe very nfcful fci- 
cnces have advanced towards their preieut itate of pcriecr

The- following year he pubfi(be(f» iu quarto, aftnmomical an4 
phtlolbphical conje^tiues on a pailage in Homer; but tbde oon^ 
jeftuKS appear to be fanciful and Ul'founded. 

About this time a correfpondence took place between the 
learned Jacob Bryant, efq. andMr.Goftard*^ conoerning the tand

Mr. Bryaot differed from Mr. Coftard uptm thia Jiibjeft. " There is nafoa 
to thir.k.,"" f-sys he, " that not a part only, bnt the whole of Delta, was ha- 
bitable in the time of Jofcph ; for the C^phtoriin had m: de their migration tu I'hi> 
Uftinr before the day» of Alyabam ; and their ongiiut eftablilbmettC is foppofed 
by mi>(l learned nr.cn to have been al»out I'ehifiuTn anJ Seihron ; and, if th- ic;i- 
coaiU were inhabited, vtc may readily admit that the ii!i;l)er lands were fo Itkcwile^ 
for they mud hare beeo 6ril occupied. Botll this fcitlcment in Egypt, and mi*' 
grarion from ic, arc mcnti-'ntd by the prophets. '* Have I not brought up Ifracl 
out of the land or Egypt, or Mifraim, and the Pbiliftines from Caphtor?" (Amosj, 
Ix, 7.) "The Luril ill ipoil t'lc Philiftne^, the remnant of the coantrf , or 
Tither the Ifle of Caphtor." (Jer xlvli. 4.) t he Caphtorom we find arc pot 
into oppofiiiou to the Mifraim ; the tormer inhabited one of the iiland provincea 
aev t||ie ^ jL i))e latter vat ia pollcl&oaof the other parts oCDcItak 
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of Goilien ; which has been lately publiiliccl by Mr. Nichols, 
in a quarto volume of " Mifcellaneous Traifts by Mr.Bowyer/'

**The region of the former, beini^ unuhoicfoTie and inconvenient for vi marftiv 
•nd biirreil foil, probabt)' reduced them to quit it very early ; for, before tbc tiine 
t)f Abraham's fejournine u in Canaan, tbef had driveo the Avim from the rcttie' 
mcnts in that country, ami ffized them to their o'^'n n(c. (Gen. xx. 31, ^13, 34.) 
But, waving this, aiiJ allowing to Delta what extent you plcafc, yet Goflica and 
Uelta can never be e^ectncd fynonymoui^ aod the bvac^ without ixrrplexing the 
MuHiic account, and making it in^any part* •n-onfrflcnt with itfelf. Tlie uoiuKrs 
exhibited in Egy^)i arc I'aid to have beet* Ji -jjUyid in Ilahab aod in Zoan. 
Pharaoh confciTcdly reliJed in thof;: parts ; and they muft necefliiritf have been oc* 
enpicd by many of ihc Mifraim .uiJ Nupbtuhlm, as the upper ret»ions of Egypt 
were poflclTcd by the luas of P.uhros. Let uj then, as Golhen and Delta are 10 
be edeemed fyn(}n)rBKMl$, ufe them in that manner, putnog one for the other, *% 
ftal! kcm bcft to us, and attend the confequcnce. In the plague of flies, the citie# 
and houfcs of chc Mifraim were to be full of them, aod alfo the ground on which 
they ftood were to be covered ; but, fays the Lord, " I will fever in that day 
the land of Golheo* in which my people dwell, that no twarms of flies fliall be 
there." (Exod. vili. vei. 21, 22.) The land c« Goflien was to be feyercd : it U 

Slain, therefore, that it was a detached proTincc. If, inftead of Goflicn, you put 
ahab or Delta, every circotDfiaooe will be contradtfiory. The laod wjll, with> 
out any limitation, be faid to be afFefted, atid at the fame time not to be affi;ded, 
wiih this curfc from heaven . Again (ch. ix. vcr. 24, 45, 26.) we rend of the plague 
of hail. It is faid to have been grievous over all the land of Egypt ; there Was none 
like it in all the land of Egypt or Mifraim fince it became a nation ; and the baH 
/mote throi.u;boi;t all the land of F.gypf or Mifraim, Sic. only in the land of Goflicn 
there was no bail. If then the laud of GoQicn was Kabab and Delta, there could 
be no bail in Delta and Cahab, nor in Zoan ; for they are by yon fnppoied to be 
the fame, yet t'k v were the [ihiccs of all others which were the moft aflli£led by 
It. As then the Scripture plainly fa^s, that in the land of Golhen, where the chil* 
dren of Ifrael dwelt, none of thefe plagues were felt ; it is manifieft, that the land 
'of Golhen was a pjrtlcahr ;iiiJ feparatc JiflrifJ, and never could conjirchtnd all 
Kahab or Delta, of whatever dimenfions they may be fuppofed to have confiltcd.'* 
After Ibrae farther arguments in fopport of this 0|^ion, which appear to be con< 
clufiTe, Mr. Bryant adch, that the land of Coflicn xvas a particular diftrift, " at 
that very point of Delta above Hcliopolis, and called the Arabian Nqrae by the ' 
Greeks, bot originally termed CuQia and Cu(han, and by the Mifraim Guftan. 
Tt5 fituation may be caflly dcfiocd, as it lay at tlie extreme point of Delta, nearly 
IxtwccQ Babjlon and the Pyramids, which latter were a (mall matter above;

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We do not find that from this period our author prmteU any 
works for fome years; but, in 1788, he pubUlUbd^ in odlavo^ 
** A Letter to Nathaniel BraiTey Halhead, cfq. containing fome 
Remarks on his Preface to the Code of Gentoo Laws.** This 
appears to be lafl; of his Publications: it coiituns ibme critl* 
dfnis which were intended to invalidate the opinion which Mr. 
Halhead had conceived concerning the great antiquity of the 
.Gentoo laws, and fome arguments againft a notion which had 
been adopted by feveral writers drawn from the obfervation o£ 
natural iihoeriomena, that the world is far more antient than it 
is rcpidcnted to be by the Hebrew chronology.

Rut 
Mr. Bryant fays, i know DOtbiog more fallacious than etymological proofs ; aod 
I have made it a nile never to adnuc tbcm fingly and unfupporccd on the coq> 
trary, to mak? erymulogy dependant upon hiftorj, and not to render biiloiy blindly 
liibfervic'iit to etymology.**
